Dr. Garfield, in a plain talk with the 
scale committee of operators and min- 
es in central competitive fields, stated 
that the operator is entitled to 1 rea- 
wonable profit, the miner erititied to a 
gecent living wage, and the public 
interest must be safeguarded in the 
bargain. |

President May Renew Fight in Decem- :

The Lodge resolution of ratification with reservations to the 
league of nations covenant was rejected by a vote of 41 to 51, The 
Democrats constituted the chief opposition, but with them were 
allied the Republican “ irreconcilables,” such as Borah, 
Sherman, and McCormick.

sition. 

In this state of deadlock between irreconcilable factions, which 
had failed to reach any compromise, the treaty was declared dead, so 
far, at least, as this session of congress is concerned. 

President Wilson may resubmit the treaty at the December ses- 
sion and make an effort to reach an agreement with the Republicans 
on ratification with modified reservations. |
